Omaha, March 24.—(By way of telephone from 


Lincoln)— Gov. Moorehead, Mayor Dahlman and Police 
Commissioner Kyder stated at noon today that at least 
200 were killed in yesterday evening's storm here. 


Reports from Council Bluffs were to the effect that 


four more bodies had been recovered from the ruins of 
homes there. The list of injured is expected to reach 


700.

The first and the main storm struck Ralston, three 


miles east of South Omaha, shortly before six o'clock 
yesterday evening and moved in a northwesterly direc- 
tion through the city of Omaha. 


The only point at which the force of the storm 


struck the business section was 24th and Lake streets. 
Here the Diamond theatre, a moving picture concern 
well filled, was wrecked and according to the best avail 
M>le figures at least 30 of its patrons were killed. 


Between 40 and 50 more were killed in the wreck 


of a pool hall, which was patronized by negroes. 


The tornado cut a path four to six blocks wide and 


eight miles long, causing an appalling loss of life and 
immense destruction of property. Hundreds of build- 
ings were destroyed. 


Fire which broke out in the wrecked buildings 


added to the horror. At 8 o'clock this morning the best 
available figures placed th? number of dead between 
100 and 200, with not less than 200 more or less se- 
riously hurt. All fires have been put out. During the 
night 50 alarms were turned in.

He led his 
hearers back to Eden and let them hear 
the Divine words respecting tbe pen- 
alty for sin—"Dying, thon shall die." 
He gave them tbe further formula of 
Jehovah's curse, or sentence, hi the 
words addressed to Adam after be had 
been cast out of Eden: "In the sweat 
of thy face shalt thon eat bread, till 
thou return unto the ground; for out of 
It tbou wast taken; for dust thou art; 
and unto dust shalt thou return."— 
Genesis 3:17-19. 


Tbe Pastor showed that this dying 


process operated In Father Adam for 
nine hundred and thirty years before 
its action was completed; that Adam's 
children, the htvnan family, never 
were in tbe same perfection as Adam 
—in the image of God—that they were 
born on a lower plane, and were fallen 
at tbe time of birth. He quoted from 
the Psalms: "Behold. I was sbapen in 
iniquity, and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me." 
(Psalm 515.) This, be 


said, agreed exactly with the New 
Testament statement, "Death 
upon all men because all are shiners"; 
and again. "There is none righteous 
[perfect], no, not one"—all "comeshort 
of tbe glory of God."—Romans 5O2 
3:12. 23. 


Next, the Pastor pointed out the 


meaning of the word resurrection, 
which In the Greek is anastatit. 
It 


means, be said, not merely an awaken- 
ing from tbe sleep of death, but 
raising up again. The word again sig- 
nifies a raising to a former standard— 
the one from which they fell—the Im- 
age and likeness of God. which none 
of Adam's children have fully possess- 
ed, because he lost It While Jesns 
was of Adamic stock, through His 
mother, His life and perfection came 
to Him from His prehuman state; and 
hence He was perfect, a Son of God 
"holy, harmless, undefined, separate 
from sinners." 
"Not Possible For Him to Be Holden. 


St Peter declares that It was HO 


possible for Jesus to be holden of death. 
(Acts 224.) No cause of death was 
found In Him. 
He delighted to do 


the Heavenly Father's will. 
It was 


the Father's will that Jesns should 
demonstrate His loyalty and obedience 
unto death, "even the death of tbe 
cross." But this did not Interfere with 
the original promise of life everlastini 
to the obedient. 
Hence It was not 


possible for Jesus to remain under th 
power of death, as It Is not possibl 
lor God to change His great purpose 
or to violate His agreement 
Hence 


tbe Apostle says that God raised Jesu 
from tbe dead on the third day. 


Jesus was perfect on the spirit plane, 


before He humbled Himself to ex 
cnange the spirit nature for the hu 
man. to become man's Redeemer. H 
ne\er forfeited His right to life. H 
merely laid It down In loyalty to th 
Father's will. Since He was unfallen 
His resurrection would mean His re- 
suscitation in perfection. But it was 
not God's will that He should come 
back to perfection In human nature. 
He had already used that nature for 
the purpose intended. He was brought 
fully back from tbe power of death to 
the very highest plane of spirit being; 
namely, the Divine nature. 


Contrast this resurrection, or bring- 


ing back to perfection from death, 
with tbe experiences that occurred in 
any awakeninjrs of the sleepers preced- 
ing.
